Stages en droits de la personne pour I’ete 1998 
1998 Summer human rights internships 



Applications are now welcome 
for the 1998 Summer Human Rights 
Internships Programme of the Faculty of 
Law, McGill University. Three intern- 
ships are being arranged and funded by 
the Faculty. 

The first intern will be with the 
Law and Society Trust, an NGO based in 
Colombo, Sri Lanka. The Law and 
Society Trust publishes an annual report 
on the state of human rights in Sri Lanka 
and on the degree of compliance by the 
government with its international human 
rights obligations. The Trust also has sev- 
eral ongoing programmes dealing with, 
among other things, democratic rights, 
the status of women, and social and eco- 
nomic rights. 

Le second stagiaire sera rattachd 
aupres de l’Union Interafricaine des 
Droits de l’Homme et du Mouvement 
burkinabd des droits de l’homme et des 
peuples k Ouagadougou, Burkina Faso. 
L’Union interafricaine est une ONG pan- 
africaine visant k encourager le respect 
pour les droits de la personne dans toutes 
les rdgions de l’Afrique. Elle dispose de 
quarante-deux sections dans divers pays 
d’Afrique, dont la mission comprend la 
defense des droits de la personne, la sur- 
veillance des Elections, la protection de 
l’environnement, et la promotion du droit 
au ddveloppement. Les stagiaires pour- 
ront etre appelds k oeuvrer tant en 
fran^ais qu’en anglais, dans des pays de 
tradition civiliste ou de common law.

l’Union interafricaine), basd lui aussi k 
Ouagadougou, est une organisation cen- 
trde sur la defense des droit fondamen- 
taux au Burkina Faso. 

The third intern will be placed 
with the Human Rights Commission and 
Legal Aid Centre of Pakistan, in Lahore. 
The stage will be shared between the two 
organisations, according to modalities yet 
to be set out 

Information gdndrale: 

The internships will last at least 
twelve weeks in the field. Precise dates 
can be arranged between the intern and 
the NGO. Past experience has shown 
consistently that twelve weeks is an 
absolute minimum, and the NGO’s are 
usually willing to arrange for somewhat 
longer internships. 

Students who are selected for 
the internships are expected to help with 
the fund-raising necessary to cover the 
cost of the programme on a 3:1 basis. 
This should translate into the need to 
raise approximately $1000. Interns will 
also be called upon to follow up their 
placement by publicizing their experi- 
ence and encouraging others to get 
involved.

The view from e legal clinic

T he queer topic-of-the-week is an 
overview of my experience doing 
my “legal clinic” at Montreal’s 
Lesbian and Gay Legal Information 
Centre (a.k.a. Centre de services 
juridiques pour lesbiennes etgais). Though 
many of us participate, the range of inter- 
esting opportunities open to all Faculty 
students through the legal clinic program 
often seems like an underworld shrouded 
in near total mystery. The only informa- 
tion I ever get about legal clinics invari- 
ably comes in the form of timely gossip 
from the few friends I know to be interns. 
Because this seems to be a very represen- 
tative phenomenon, I am using this week’s 
column to “come out” about my clinic, 
and I invite all you other interns to follow 
suit 

[The Clinic] Through our Legal 
Clinic course I am spending the entire aca- 
demic year doing about 8 hours per week 
with the Centre de services juridiques pour 
lesbiennes et gais, for which I will receive 
6 credits at the Faculty. The Centre was 
founded several years ago on the initiative 
of a number of McGill Law students (!) 
working in conjunction with area legal 
professionals. The Centre’s mission is to 
offer free legal consultation, referral and 
information services to all members of the 
lesbian and gay community. The gamut of 



activities undertaken by members of the 
Centre includes individualized legal 
research and consultation, the publication 
of articles intended to make law more 
accessible to the community (« vulgarisa- 
tion juridique»), customized workshops 
and court intervention in cases of out- 
standing community interest. 

[What I do] As a stagiaire my 
responsibilities directly mirror the above 
listed activities of the Centre. On a day-to- 
day basis I spend the bulk of my time 
doing client intake by phone, conducting 
related research, and then presenting the 
research results to the client in a meeting 
supervised by a supervising attorney. I 
write occasional articles and was recently 
given responsibility for coordinating the 
Centre’s application for the 1998 Felipa de 
Souza Award, a prestigious award issued 
by the International Gay and Lesbian 
Human Rights Commission. Most of the 
work is done in French and I often work 
closely with this year’s other intern, Stella, 
a straight-but-not-nanow law student from 
the University of Montreal. 

[The Universal] Being an intern 
through the legal clinic confers a number 
of benefits against which most Faculty 
courses simply cannot compete. Perhaps 
most important is the affirmation of your 
own competence. While our horrific 
marking system does little to bolster one’s 
self-confidence, the reception of my work 
at the Centre makes me realize that I am 
far more capable than the Faculty other- 



at the Centre goes a long way in compen- 
sating for many of the shortcomings of 
both the city and our faculty. Unlike most 
major North American cities, Montreal is 
not blessed with a gay and lesbian bar 
association. As a two-year member of Bay 
Area Lawyers for Individual Freedom (the 
San Francisco queer bar), I can safely say 
that the Lesbian and Gay Legal 
Information Centre seems to be the closest 
regional equivalent. The Centre brings 
together a number of dynamic, out 
lawyers whose openness is helping to chip 
away at the stale status quo underlying 
most of the legal profession. Working 
with these individuals provides valuable 
role models and insights which are other- 
wise largely swept under the rug. 

An internship at the Centre has 
become even more appealing since the 
inception (last September) of monthly din- 
ners which bring together all the staff, 
cooperating attorneys, notaries and student 
interns involved in day-to-day operations. 
The dinners are usually attended by fifteen 
to twenty people, and provide an excep- 
tional opportunity to meet and appreciate 
other active members of the queer legal 
community. I am thankful to be able to 
say that these dinners have been amongst 
the most pleasant eeveningsl have spent 
dining in Montreal. From someone as 
totally gourmand as myself, this is no 
minor compliment!

T he new year is finally underway 
and there is plenty on the go. First 
of all, it is time to officially 
announce that the group formerly known 
as Sexual Minorities and the Law has a 
chosen a new name: LEGa/Le McGill 
OUTLaw - Les Etudiant(e)s 
Gais/Lesbiennes en droit & McGill. 

The semester is shaping up to be 
quite exciting in terms of lesbian and gay 
legal rights developments. Some high- 
lights include: 

- a gay couple in Quebec is chal- 
lenging the Civil Code of Quebec’s 
opposite-sex requirement for marriage 
(and there is some confusion and contro- 
versy around the decision to challenge 
provincial rather than federal legislation); 

- the Supreme Court of 
Canada’s decision in Vriend — the chal- 
lenge to Alberta’s Individuals Rights 
Protection Act which does not include 
sexual orientation as a prohibited ground 
of discrimination — will be released 
(since the Newfoundland legislature’s 
amendment in December which added 
sexual orientation to its Human Rights 
Act, Alberta remains the only province 
without such protection); 

- the same-sex spousal support 
case M. v. H. is going to be heard before 
the Supreme Court of Canada in March 
(our group is planning a trip for those 
interested); 

- last but not least, on 
Wednesday, February 18th, L^Ga/Le 
McGill OUTLaw will be hosting a Panel 
Discussion on gay and lesbian rights in 
Canada — speakers include Member of 



Parliament Svend Robinson and lawyer 
Cynthia Petersen (whom some of you 
saw intervening so eloquently during the 
Vriend case, while on the S.C.C/Ottawa 
trip)! 

* * * 

I want to briefly focus your 
attention on an institution that has unde- 
niable impact on social policy and gov- 
ernment initiatives in Canada — the cen- 
sus. Data from the census, which is con- 
ducted every five years, is applied in the 
implementation of federal acts, and cen- 
sus information is used in planning pro- 
grams such as Old Age Security and the 
Child Tax Benefit, and in the designing 
of day care centres, schools, senior citi- 
zens’ homes and other public utilities. 

The 1996 Census was the largest 
ever conducted by Statistics Canada. 
Although it was designed to create a 
highly accurate profile of Canada and its 
people, it made no mention of gays or 
lesbians, or same-sex families. The cen- 
sus currently makes a distinction between 
marital status (married, separated, 
divorced, widowed or single) and com- 
mon-law status. Those in same-sex rela- 
tionships have no “choice” but to indicate 
their marital status as “single”. 

The 2001 Census Consultation 
Project is now underway, and Statistics 
Canada would like input on the formula- 
tion of questions for that census. 
Significantly, StatCan is seriously con- 
sidering the addition of an option that 
would enable same-sex couples, if they 
wish to do so, to identify as being in a 
couple — instead of the current imposed 
“option” of identifying as “single”. 

I would encourage you to show 
support for this possible change by send- 
ing your opinion, before March 31, 1998,
